In wages 
ahd thaterials and in making tests 
the company has expended $522,881 
and has become liable for delivery 
penalties amounting to’$678,016. ~The 
tests were changed by a shifting of the 
angle at which a shell must pierce 
armor plate, and they are so severe, 
the company ‘asserted, that no manu- 
facturer can meet them. The com- 
pany’s bid for sixteen-inch shells was 
submitted without “the slightest idea 
what profit, if ary, there would be,” 
and at the rate per pound paid by the 
department in a contract for fourteen- 
inch shells awarded one year ago. 

Secretary ‘Danifi.s answers conclu- 
sively the company’s ‘assertion that the 
requirements are “ absolutely beyond 
“the development of the art of pré- 
“ jectile manufacture.” He shows that 
at the recent trials 73 per cent. of one 
American company’s shells and 37 per 
cent. of thosé submitted by another 
were successful, while only 9 per cent. 
of the Bethlehem Company’s samples 
were satisfactory. But every shell of- 
fered by the English company met al! 
the requiréments. It is not true, 
therefore, that the tests are so severe 
that no manufacturer can_ satisfy 
them. Their severity was increased 
in 1918 because similar or even more 
difficult tests: were used abroad. If 
the English company meets their re- 
quirements now, its ability to do so ir 
due to improvements in quality and 
processes. Recent failures show that 
with this improvement our manufact- 
urers have not kept pace. Ourꝰ naval 
ammunition should be as good as that 
of any other nation, and if the désired 
quality cannot be obtained here, the 
Navy Department is justified in buy- 
ing where it is offered. If American 
companies do not keép abréast of the 
fcreign manufacturers they should not 
complain if orders are given to these 
‘manufacturers and if the Government 
sets up a projectile factory of its own.

MR. GOMPERS AND THE SYMPA- 
THETIC STRIKE. 

It is & pleasure to put Mr. GomPprrs 
on the record/against the sympathetic 
strike, and -in favor of fulfilling 
agreéments between capital and labor. 

On a quéstion of fact between union 
officials there should. be no presump- 
tion in favor of either side beyond 
what the record may supply. In this 
ease thé record shows that Mr. 
GomPers did not condemn the: sympa- 
thetic strike until after it had failed. 
At the height of the controversy Tux 
Times published arn appeal to’ the 
public, over’ his ‘signature,’ that the 
public should not patronize the cars, 
but should endure jinconvénience in 
support of the men as against thejr 
employers. It was Mr. GOMPERS'S 
statément then as now that all local 
unions should giyé théir undivided 
moral and financial support to those 
Who were declaring their intentions 
for a genéral strike. Then was the 
time for Mr. Gompmrs to condemn the 
sympathetic strike in such manner 
that no injustice would have been 
done him. When representative and 
official unionists were misled, THE 
Timms can hardly be blamed for erring 
in their company. 

Now. we take notice of Mr. Gom- 
PeRs’s assértion that he and the 
Federation are opposed to the general 
sytmmpathétic strike, and count upon 
his taking that position hereafter when 
unjust strikes are seeking to prevail 
against the right. Mr. GomPrks and 
THR TimeEs will be in agreement when 

Mr. Gomprrs takes the position that 
contracts between labor and capital 
shall be as fréely entered into as they 
should be loyally fulfilled by both, and 
that no organization shall pervert thé 
law to the uses of either ageinst the 
general public. *

EXCESS PROFITS EXEMPTIONS. 

Congress is having no sort of 
trouble with finding a basis upon 
which to calculate a tax of 8 per cent. 
upon profits in excess of 8 per cent. 
The formula has been prepared, and 
Congress has passed along to the 
consideration of exemptions. That is 
easier’ yet.” The farmers’ are thé 
favorites of the politicians. Besides, 
the farmers are exempted from all the 
war taxés abroad, and imported 
schemes of taxation are as much in 
favor as imported products are taboo, 
The foreign excess profits taxés run 
from 30 to 50 ‘per cent., and Amer 
icans who are asked only to pay 8 
per cent..should think upon their 
mercies rather than resént the request 
for funds to support preparedness in 
their defense. It is known to all that 
preparedness. is for the sole benefit 
of these’ who make excess profits in 
manufactures. There is no such thing 
as excess profits for farmers. They 
are insufficiently rewarded in the 
year when their products have been 
appraised at $13,500,000,000, or 
nearly’ three billions above the pre- 
vious maximum, to say nothing of 
the increased value of their lands and 
the decrease of costs which our 
paternal Government is arranging 
through the establishment of farmers’ 
banks with Government funds.. It is 
not. possible to do enough for the 
farmers. They are entitled to exemg- 
tion from the éxcess profits tax just 
as they are entitled to exemption 
from the personal property tax and to 
undervaluation on the realty tax. It 
is only a just reward for virtue and 
unwearied services against the money 
devil which is responsible for all evil, 
just as the farmers are responsible for 
all good. 

No politician will dispute these 
axioms of how to win the farmers’ 
vote.” A subsidy for agriculture is as 
admirable as a subsidy for shipbuild- 
ing is accursed. Foreigners supply 
all the ships néceéssary to carry the 
farmers’ products which are export- 
ed,’ with the result of making Amer- 
icans bid higher for their food. No 
navy is needed to protect the farmers 
of the midcontinent. . The farmers 
showed what they thought of the 
army by their boycott of the force 
sent to the Mexican border. - The 
proper persons to pay. taxes are those 
who. are uriable to concéal théir prof- 
its made in shameless traffic with) 
those shedding human blood.. The 
farmers are neutral, caring nothing 
which sidé wins so long as the war 
creates a need which they are work- 
ing overtime to supply. 

No one will dispute these self-evi- 
dent truths. Even the fact that last 
weék the South Jersey Farmers’ Ex- 
change declared a stock dividend of 
100 per cent. and a cash dividend of 
8 per cent. has nothing to do with the 
case. Farmers’ benéficent co-oper- 
ative movements are exempt from 
the law against combinations in re- 
straint of trade, and this particular 
organigation of benevolence is merely 
an example of the manner in which 
the farmers struggle to supply the 
people's néeds by thé distribution of 
farmers’ products where. and when 
prices are highest. It is a suggestion 
of those tainted with excéss profits 
that farmers are éxempt abroad be- 
cause the fighting péoples are starv- 
ing, and that they have no resource 
except to look to thosé who can supply 
thé necessities of life by the billion 
dollars’ worth. Instead of showing 
any reason against exempting -farm- 
ers, it is a Teason in favor. Should 
such superhuman efforts to rélieve 
the hungry gO unrewarded? Blessed 
are the farmers, for they possess the 
earth.

” The High Cost of Samples. 


When it comes*to listing businesses 
in which«the cost of samples runs into 
high figures, the making of high-priced 
hasiery cannot be overlooked. . There is 
one concern, for. instance, which has 
fifteen salesmen to fit out each season, 
which means fifteen complete lines of 
samples. One line of novelties it gets 
out averages $24 a dozeu, and contains 
six dozen different samples. To supply 
the salesman requires ninety dozens of 
these hose at an + degen of $24, or about 
$2,160 for s line. alone. The. office 
samples also icost money. The local of- 
fice samples, including all the lines-han- 
dled, total some 700 pairs of stockings, 
or, roughly, sixty dozen. The average 
selling price of the whole is $15 a dozen, 
meking the total cost about $900 for just 
the New York samples. And these fig- 
ures apply only to one season.
